the acts promised in its platform in ihe 
memory of the present generation. 
Progress in the consideration of the 
tariff bill by the conference committee 
has been rapid and gratifying in its 
character. 
A large proportion of the 
amendments made by the senate have 
been discussed and easily agreed upon, 
and only a few knotty problems still 
rem ain and w ith every prospect of 
these 
being disposed of very soon. 
W ool, sugar, lumber, cotton ties, and a 
few of the less important subjects prov­ 
ed the m o4 difficult in the attempt to 
bring about a final agreement between 
the two branches of congress, and in 
all there was a disposition to give 
thoughtful consideration to the best in­ 
terests of the people and to meet the 
popular demand as it became apparent 
that the final result would be such as 
to meet the popular approval. 
One 
question, however, the conferees have 
been compelled to keep constantly in 
mind, and that relates to the effect of 
their action upon the chances of final 
passage of the bill in the senate. 
Th e 
fact that the republicans do not and 
cannot control that body still makes it 
absolutely necessary that they move 
with the greatest caution and exercise 
a vast amount of diplomacy in their 
final shaping of the bill in order to ab­ 
solutely assure its final passage in that 
body. 
The work upon the tariff bill in con­ 
ference has been as unsatifactory to 
the trusts as was that of the house and 
senate. 
E ve ry step in the fram ing of 
this bill has shown a determ ination on 
the part of those in charge of 
it to 
avoid the mistakes which the demo­ 
crat- made in the fram ing of their tar 
iff bill and by which that party gave 
to the trusts, and especially the sugar 
tru-t, such enormous advantages. 
Of 
course the democrats have tried to 
make it appear that the republicans 
were laying themselves liable to as 
grave charges as were successfully 
made against their own party and tar 
iff bill, but have failed in that attempt 
and there is good reason to assert that 
the new b ill when it gets upon th estat 
ite books w ill be less satisfactory to 
the trusts than any measure enacted in 
many years. 
It is still understood that a message 
w ill be sent to congress as soon as the 
tariff bill is out of the way asking that 
the President be given authority to ap­ 
point a commission to consider the cur­ 
rency question and frame a measure for 
a general currency law. 
The delay in 
sending in this message has been due 
to the tear that this action might pre­ 
cipitate a currency discussion and thus 
delay action upon the tariff bill, but 
there is reason to believe that the mes 
sage w ill be forthcoming as soon as 
the tariff bill Is disposed of. 
W h eth er 
it w ill be possible to pass a measure of 
this character through the 
Senate 
without very great delay is of course 
uncertain, but if Republican votes can 
pass it it w ill become a law 
promptly. 
It is felt that a»commission selected 
from the best students of finance in the 
country w ill be able to frame a much 


more satisfactory currency measure 
than would probably be prepared by 
any general committee of congress, 
which could not, of course, be made up 
of men who have made a lifelong study 
of this complex and difficult subject. 
The statements of the fiscal year just 
ended show that the agricultural ele­ 
ment of the country 
has enjoyed a 
greatly improved condition during the 
past year, while other statements re­ 
ceived here are equally gratifying a? 
to the prospects for the coming year. 
The exportations of breadstuff? during 
the year ending Ju n e .TO, 1897, amount­ 
ed to $189,838,828, 
in 
value, against 
$136,846,845 in the fiscal year ending 
Ju n e TO, 1896, and $110,9467,7.38 in the 
fiscal year ending J une 30, 1895. 
This 
is an increase of $53,000,000 in the 
pockets of the farm ers for 
the year 
just ended for breadstuff? alone, as 
compared with the preceding year, and 
an »increase of $79,000,000 compared 
with the year 189". 
The exportations 
of cattle for the fiscal year just ended 
amounted to about $2,000,000 
more 
than in the preceding year. 
Fresh 
beef increased about $4,000,000, h air? 
$3,000,000. 


Now that we are about to bid adieu 
to the *Wilson law it may not be unin­ 
teresting to point out seme of its fa il­ 
ures since it i? impossible to say any­ 
thing good of a mea?ure which has 
brought such distress to the country 
and the treasury. 
Th e deficit of $125,- 
000,000 which it had made up to the 
time of M c K in le y ’s inauguration has 
been somewhat reduced by the enor­ 
mous importations of the past three 
months, which were made in order to 
escape duties under the new tariff law. 
Notwith-tanding the increase in re­ 
ceipts by reason of this flood of im por­ 


tation since the inauguration of P resi­ 
dent M cK in le y, the custom?, internal 
revenue and 
total receipts under this 
law have been much less than in the 
corresponding month? of the history of 
the M c K in le y law. 
This is especially 
interesting and im portant because of 
the statement? made from time to time 
by the democrats to the effect that the 
W ilson law was more succe?sfui a? a 
revenue producer than tne M c K in le y 
law. 
The absolute falsity of this state- 
nieiit is shown by the official 
figures 
covering the receipts of the W ilson 
iaw from the beginning of its opera­ 
tions down to the present time and the 
M cK in le y 
la w 
in the corresponding 
months of its existence. 
The W ilson 
law has now 
been 
in operation 34 
months. 
In those 34 months the cus­ 
toms receipts aggregated 8467.465,248, 
while iu the tir?t 34 months of the M c­ 
K in ley the customs receipts were $548,- 
452,414. 
The internal revenue receipts 
unuer the W ilson law under its first 3 4 
months were $3*2,722,453, and 
111 the 
first 34 months of the M cK in le y 
law 
were $433,772,458. 
Th e total receipts 
under tne W il?un law in its 
first 34 
months, e n d i n g Ju n e 30, l s97, amount 
to $904,200,652, while the M cK in ley law 
iu its first 34 months produced $1,041, 
048.677, a balance of more than 8137,- 


000,000 ui favor of the M cK in ley law.

Among those “ other tilings” are 
the horizon, the wind, the w ake of the 
ship, the stars, the soundings and the 
line of the surf when running along the 
coast. 
And so the ablebodied seaman, 
when a greenhorn takes his trick at the 
wheel, hands over the helm to him 
with this caution, “ Keep your head out 
of the binnacle. ”

am speaking of sailing vessels. 
Steamers, especially those that travel on 
regular routes, steer by compass. 
They 
“ run their courses” from point to point 
— from lighthouse to lighthouse, light­ 
ship, day mark, buoy, bell or fog w his­ 
tle. 
In thick weather they know’, tak­ 
ing wind ami tide into consideration, 
how’ long they should stand on each 
course and try never to pass the “ sig 
rial” at the end of it.

One was that the Duke of Norfolk,

Another petition w as that of Barbara, 
Baroness Grey do liuthyu, who, us the 
head of her fam ily, claimed the right to 
carry the great spurs before her majesty 
on the day of her coronation and inked 
that George, Lord Byron, 1« appointed 
her deputy for tin performance o! that 
duty.

another was that of Francis, 
twelfth < arl f t Huntingdon. 
Tin earl 
dom of Huntingdon bad remained sus 
p« tided for many years ow ing to the 
tfntli earl dying without issue. 
When, 
however, this twelfth in the line of suc­ 
cession succeeded iu establishing, as a 
descendant of the second earl, his right 
to the peerage, be also claimed the right 
to carry one of the four swords of state 
in the coronation procession, this, as 
w ell as other duties and services con­ 
nected with the ceremony, being the 
condition of his tenure of lands.

omission of the procession it was im ­ 
portant to set forth also that the non­ 
performance of duties connected with it 
should « ntail nr. forfeitures.

< arbotiio A rid <>as Lastly G enera ted From 
\ ineg a r and Making Pow der. 
That there i- charcoal in baking pow- 
d* r, and that vineg a r and baking pow­ 
der w ill ma ke carbonic acid ga« were 
two bits of knowledg e imparted to sev­ 
eral hundred school girls and boys by 
Professor Peter T. Austen in the hall 
< f tin Brooklyn Polytechnic institute. 
This wa s the second of a series of lec­ 
tures to young people on “ How to Make 
¡scientific Ex periments at H om e.“ 
Using tln^ simplest kind of apparatus, 
ProfessorAust.cn demonstrated bow car­ 
bonic acid gas can be generated from a 
combination 
of 
vinegar 
and 
baking 
powder, and be showed a ls o bow the 
burning of a ma g nesium wire in a jar 
of carbonic acid gas brings out the char­ 
coal in bttking powder. 
The children 
w< re intensely interested in the sta te­ 
m e nt that whenever they a t e bread or 
cake made by the use of baking powder 
they ate a lot of charcoal, but they took 
the lecturer’s assertion that there was 
charcoal in sugar as a joke. 
“ While hot carbonic acid gas is lig ht­ 
er than air, cold carbonic acid gas is 
much heavier than air and can he ha n­ 
dled like water, ” said Professor Aus­ 
ten. 
To show the heavy and palpable 
qua lity he generated a lot of it in a 
la rge g la ss jar and proceeded to draw 
it out in cupfuls. Lighted candles were 
ex ting uished by pouring the gas upon 
( them as if if were fluid, and the pro 
i fessor showed his alert disciples how to 
make carbonic acid gas run through a 
cardboard trough. 
A dozen small can 
I dies, lig hted, were placed a few inches 
1 apart in a long glass channel. 
From a

semidiurna l, some diurnal. The time of 
transit over the meridian and the decli­ 
nation of both bodies create great va ri­ 
ations. Tho cha ng ing distance and posi­ 
tion of the moon and the position of 
her noile 
also have immense effect, 
w hile tl» (» ever varying direction and 
force of the winds and the different 
pressure of the atmosphere play their 
part. 
An interesting fact in this relu 
tion is that obser vations all over the 
wor ld show no place wher e the tidal 
movement 
is so r egular and simple as 
ar ound the British islands— a fact mor e 
r emar kable 
when it is known that the 
tides on the other side of the Atla nta , 
as, for instance, at Nova ¡Scotia, aie 
very 
complicated, 
the 
unex plainable 
ease here being that the minor tides, 
which m most parts of the world, when 
combined 111 one direction, amount to a 
very considerable fraction of tin* prin­ 
cipal lunar and solar tides, and conse­ 
quently g rea tly increase 01* diminish 
tin ir effects, ¡ire 111 t »r ent Britain so in 
significant that their influence is tri 
fling .— New York Sun.

Before the Kimberley mines were 
discovered most of the dia monds added 
to the w orld’s stock came from either 
Hindusta n or from Brazil. 
The largest 
deposits were found in Golconda, in the 
Hyderabad territory, and in Minas Ge­ 
rais, in Brazil. 
The African discoveries 
first showed scientific men wha t the 
orig in and na tive place of the diamond 
really were. In the Indian and Brazilian 
fields it wa s pla inly not na tive to the 
soil and wa s picked up out of differing 
formations. 
In » South Africa 
it was 
found in a rotten rock, apparently form­ 
ing part ef the ea rth’s crust, and not a 
mere sup« rfieial deposit, as the others 
had been. 
The great mines in this re­ 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
the London Standard, arc situa ted w ith­ 
in a circle about 
miles in diameter. 
There are five 
principal 
mines, 
the 
largest being only about 45 acres in ex ­ 
tent. 
They nr« * the famous Kimberley, 
Bultfontein, I)e Beers, Du Toits Pan 
and WesseJ ton mines, 1 hey are of fa b­ 
ulous richness. 
Here the town of Kim 
herley has spuing up. 
The district is about 4,000 feet above 
sea level and lies at the northern «‘« Ige 
of a plateau which ex tends from tlx 
Bokkeveldt mountains, near the* cape 
of Good Hope, to the herder of the 
Transvaal. 
rl here are 
mines ill the 
Grange Free State, two b* ing of consul 
« Table not« *, one ¡10, tlx * other 00 miles 
awa y, with several more of less impor­ 
tance both there and in tlx * Kimberley 
district. 
The river wa shing s are still 
continued, hut tin- yield of g ems fr< 111 
them is not very rich or steady. Mining 
in the rook wa s carried on at first 111 a 
rough it in 1 ready fashion, but all that 
has changed. 
In most parts of the dis 
tricf, after clearing a wa y some ft*« t < I 
surface soil, tlx * ex cavator comes upon 
a dark, coaly shale 100 feet or more 
tliiek. Beneath this lies a mass of igix 
ous rook allied to basalt, more than 
three times as thick, and that is succei d- 
ed by a blackish shale, with hands ef 
hard sandstone. But her« * and there in 
stead of the shale, though surrounded 
ly it, like a pond in a field, is a line* 
of curious rotten stuff, in w hich some 
times fragments ol shale and sonx times 
hard miix ral grains can he seen. 
This at tir.st is of a rusty yellowish 
color. 
Then in about 100 feet it turns to 
a « lull green and becomes a little mere 
solid— somtdimesdistinctly harder than 
dry clay. 
The two rocks are identical 
in origin, but the upper or “ yellow 
g round” is more decomposed than tlx 1 
lower or “ blue g round.” 
Gradually 
the rock ceases to yield to spade or pick. 
It has to lie quarried in the usual w;r. 
and is quite as hard as a hit of g< < 0 
limestone. 
It has now <juit<* a diffec< nt 
appearance, scenting to consist largely 
of fragments, va rying in 
shape and 
size, some angular, some rounded, from 
at least two inches in diameter down to 
very sma ll grains. 
Sonx * evidently are 
pieces of rix *k, others are minerals (of­ 
ten broken, hut occasionally looking 
like crystals). 
A ll these are set in a 
dark greenish 
colored matrix . 
This, 
then— whether rotten or solid— is tin? 
diamond bearing rock. 
It sooms to till 
hug e pipes or shafts, which somehow’ 
or other have been driven or “ punched” 
through the shale and underlying rocks, 
and these go vertica lly downward to 
wha t distance is unknown, hut certain­ 
ly not less than 1,500 fe« *t. 
A t first th« ' material wa s “ pegged 
out” in a number of small claims, and 
the soft stuff wa s comparatively easy to 
work, hut by degrees many difficulties 
arose. As the ex cavations were deepen d 
the cla ims were with difficulty kept sep- 
arate. 
{Slips and falls of material w« re 
constantly occurring, not only in the 
“ pipe” itself, but from the “ country 
roe’k ” at its side. 
Water became troti 
blesome and working ex pensive. 
Co­ 
operation and command of capital were 
soon absolute necessities.

This, how« v « r, is sometimes necessary . 
At last, after being su bject« «1 to v ariou s 
pro« -esses, inclu d ing washing, tlx * m in­ 
eral resid u e is picked ov er for d iamond s. 
The q u antity of d iamomls which hav e 
been prod u ced by these mines is si me-* 
thing astonishing. Ind eed the d irectors 
find it need fu l to limit the ou tpu t lest 
they shou ld glu t the market. 
It is said 
that by the cu d of 18 9 2 abou t ten t? ms 
of d iamond s had Ut* 11 y ield ed ly these 
mines, v alu ed at ¿‘00,000,000.
